The dream of a seminary developed 
more fully when Farnsworth connected 
Maclay with Bishop F.N. Fowler. Maclay 
and Fowler worked quietly to lay out 
the plans; then, on September 12, 
1885, before the annual session 
of the Southern California 
Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Bishop Fowler 
addressed the conference stating that 
the Honorable C Maclay of San Fernando 
had proposed to furnish grounds and 
buildings, along with an endowment 
of $100,000, to establish a seminary 
in connection with the University of 
Southern California.

Theology came into legal existence as Maday 
executed a deed of trust to the Methodist Church 
and the University of Southern California — raising 
the endowment to $ 150,000 secured by one 
thousand acres of his ranch in San Fernando. 


Drawing upon his financial expertise, Maday 
ensured that the school's trustees were legally 
prevented from selling the land for less than 
$ 150/acre, were prevented from incurring any debt, 
and were to be held personally responsible for any 
misappropriation of funds, saying, 


"I made up my mind that sound 


financial men should be the trustees, 
and I fixed it so they could not incur a 
dollar of liability."

MACLAY COLLEGE OF THEOLOGY 


M aclay believed God had called him 
to build the school and called it 
"the height" of his ambition. vVith 
just twelve students (including 
a woman), four professors, and buildings still under 
construction, Maclay College of Theology 
opened on October 5y 1887, with Rev. 
Farnsworth serving as its first dean and 
the Professor of Practical Theology, a modern 
academic discipline only placed among theological 
studies in the early 1800s by Fnedrich Schleiermacher. 

At the end of the second term, a large two-sto,y brick 
building was erected at the cost of $20,000 on the

ten-acre campus. At its dedication on September 18, 
1888, Maclay presented the building to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church with the hope that he "may live long 
enough to see it filled with earnest students who shall 
go out into the world to preach Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified." (2) 
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THE MACLAY BROTHERS, ROBERT AND CHARLES 
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Long tiine friend and Methodist pastor, Samuel D. Simonds, 
told Maday, "I wonder and rejoice in the prosperity that has 
attended you most of all that you have had the 91eatness of 
reart to devote so much of your property to so high a use, 
which will be yealding [sic] good fruit, doubtless for many 
years after you have passed away."(3) 

Maday's younger brother, Robert Samuel, 
was a Methodist missionary to China, Japan, 
and Korea, hfe arrived in :ieoul in June of 1884 to 
make the survey and was subsequently appointed the first 
superintendent of the work in Korea, working from Japan. 

He desperately wanted to begin the work in Korea himself, 
but alas, that was not to be. On EastPr Sunday, April 5, 

1885, Henry and Ella Appenzeller arrived in Incheon, Korea 
to be the first Methodist missionaries there. Maday 
returned to the United States in 1887 and 
was named Maday College of Theology's 
second dean. He spent the rest of his life as an 
educator.

USC'S FIRST BUILDING, ERECTED IN 1880. (4) 
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I t did not take long, however, for the little 
I seminary to face challenges. Charles Maday 
died in 1890, leaving the school in financial 
crisis. By 1891, Robert Maday was the sole faculty 
member, and because the campus was part of 
Charles Maday's estate, the trustees were legally 
prohibited from selling the property. Maclay 
College of Theology was forced to 
rethink the way it operated. 


The decision was made to embed with the University 
of Southern California (then Methodist) in 1894. 
(USC was founded by the nephew of Charles and 
Robert Maclay, Judge Robert Maclay Widney, in 
1880.) However, the move was not immediate and 
did not quickly solve the school's woes. In fact, by 
1899, the school was forced to close and did not 
reopen until 1907 on the campus of USC. 


Despite the turmoil, the fear, the frustration, and 
the seemingly insurmountable obstacles, the school 
endured and began to thrive at USC, becoming the 
USC School of Reliaion. 
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Co)wel/ is remembered as a visionary 
J lllst'me for the way he challenged 
the norms of theological education 
and pushed the boundaries of what a 
seminary could be.

After nearly fifty years in Los Angeles, the 
school was forced to make another tough 
decision. It would have to move again. 

The school ended up severing its ties with 
USC and making the bold move to the 
desert - a.k.a. Claremont. 


The year was 1956, and fresh off 
of a decades-long partnership with 
USC, Ernest Cadman "Pomp" 
Colwell was selected as the first 
president of Southern California 
School of Theology. 
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president of STC, Colwell 
drafted "Ten Commandments 
for a Theological School".

Early in the school's first years in Claremont, a 
pastoral psychology and counseling center was 
founded, the development and expansion of the 
field of Process Studies began, and the study of the 
role of film and theater in theology was forged. 


ince the beginning, CST has 
challenged the norms of theological 
education and pushed students to 
creatively and rigorously pursue their 
callings. 
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Dr. Clinebell's classes emphasizing the power of group 
work enabled me to develop a small group program in 
high schools that allowed students to confidentially discuss 
issues such as substance abuse and sexuality. At the time 
(1985), these groups were the only place where students 
could discuss sexuality honestly without fear.

The Kresge Chapel, popularly known to 
students at the time as "The God Box" due to 
its resemblance to a shoebox and the fact that 
it stood out like a monolith on campus at the 
time, had been completed and was due to be 
inaugurated with a public ceremony. 


On the morning of the ceremony, the sun dawned 
the chapel with a huge banner hung down 
the front from the roof, proclaiming "For Christ's 
Sake Stop the War," as a protest to U.S. action in 
Southeast Asia. 


The Regents panicked and tried to have the 
banner removed before the press arrived, but 
some early bird photogs did manage to record the 
event and it made all the regional papers. 


I consider it a fun memory and a 
tribute to commitment at a time when 
it wasn't considered appropriate for 
the Church to make public statements 
of that sort. As far as I know they never found 
out who was responsible for the banner; I was 
head of Community Witness at the time (my legal 
name then was Jeff Mangel), and was fortunate 
the perps never clued me in, freeing me from the 
onus of lying or covering for them when I was 
questioned about it.

erhaps no seminary 
in the world is more 
ecumenically and 
interreligiously engaged than 
CST. From the beginning of our 
time in Claremont, we've been 
connected to Blay House, the 
Episcopal Theological School, and 
to Disciples Seminary Foundation. 
The Center for Lutheran Studies 
was established in 2009 when 
The United Methodist Church alld 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church 


in America (ELCA) entered into a 
relationship 0 f Full Communion. 
Since 1958, CST has maintained 
interreligious faculty, and for 
decades there were students 
from many diffPlent religious 
traditions leai;1ing and growing 
across the CST campus. Indeed, 
our internationally recognized 
faculty offer students an education 
that is both deep rl their own 
tradition and in dialogue with an 
interreligious community.
